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Amateur Radio Spe- 
cial Event @ Maritime 
Museum San Diego 


The oldest active sailing ship in the 
world, the Barque Star of India, using 
call sign NS6IO Mobile, will sail in the 
San Diego area to celebrate her 148th 
birthday on Saturday the 12th and Sun- 
day the 13th of November. She will be 
accompanied by the HMS Surprise, 
also operating using the call sign 
NS6O0I Mobile. HMS Surprise is a sail- 
ing replica of the 20 gun British Navy 
Frigate HMS Rose circa 1757. 

Star of India, initially named EU- 
TERPE, was completed in the Ramsey 
Shipyard, Isle of Man, in November of 
1863. She sailed around the world sev- 
eral times carrying cargo and passen- 
gers. She was renamed Star of India in 
1902 when she joined the Alaska Trad- 
ing Association carrying cannery 
workers and cargo from Oakland, CA 
to canneries in the Bering Sea and re- 
turning to Oakland with canned 
salmon. 

The Star of India was brought to 
San Diego in 1926, was restored over 
several decades and became the flag- 
ship of the Maritime Museum San 
Diego in early 1970s. HMS Surprise 
was used for filming the 2003 movie 
"Master and Commander: The Far Side 
of the World", starring Russell Crowe.

Jess Gillion KF5LUL, John Cunniff W4JHC, and Keith 
Hendrick WA5ISZ who unfortunately had to work on Saturday. 
A big “thank you” goes to Nick, who traveled to the checkpoint 
and covered that station as well as his own.

Wind was blowing about 15 
knots, which is why they look slightly bent. 

Beautiful day mostly sunny in the morning then the clouds came up and kept it 
cooler than forecast. Wind chill was a bonus (except for the paddlers who had to really fight the south wind coming 
out of the final locks into the main channel. I noticed one 5 person canoe crossing the finish line with four paddling 
and one bailing water! 

The picture of the finish line shows Nicole Patin standing on the dock in front of the timing clock. There is a 
small camera to the left that took pictures in case of a photo finish. 

Those paddlers were really tired at the end. After crossing the finish line, they had to paddle another 100 yds. or 
so to the take-out point. I figured out that the place chosen for the finish line was the only shady place in the after- 
noon sun. It's also right next to the Red Lighthouse which makes for good pictures! 

Lighthouse has no access and is locked up. Might have to twist some arms if it's ever activated and you want to 
transmit from within the actual lighthouse. Don't know the rules there but it's a really unique and seemingly well pre- 
served lighthouse. Might be something to keep in mind for a future club project.
